problems of watershed pro­ 
tection and flood prevention with 
a watershed unit plan under the 
small watershed program. 
Ben A. Jones, agricultural engi 
neer at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, says that 
a locally developed plan may get 
state and federal assistance if it 
meets 
the 
provisions 
of 
Public 
Law 568. 
This law, passed in 1954, is an 
enabling act permitting federal aid 
to plan and install water manage 
ment and flood prevention meas 
tires that cannot be installed un 
der other conservation programs 


Jones says that this law requires 
local people 
(communities, land 
owners, towns, counties, etc.) to 
present their problems and the 
desired solution to state and fed­ 
eral agencies for evaluation.

r ore than the difference between 
the cost of education for one year 
and the ability of the individual 
student to pay. 
Athletes who accepted illegal aid 
would become ineligible at all con­ 
ference 
institutions 
and roaches 
offering illegal aid would be sub­ 
ject to discharge.
